London, Sept. 9 —The striking deckers, 
coal posters, ambors and Lremen at Suuth- 
amp on are actiug in a di-order manver 
‘To-day they -revented several truins fiom 
being rao und obstructed the dock gates so 
that tho «fficials could not enter, Two 
companies of infanty arrived this evening 
and cleared cat the tracks. Tho strik--re 
attempted to brenk through the Iino of 
soldiers, but the troups charged with their 
bayonela and aispersed tho mischief makers. 
A litte Ister, the crowd .of strikers and 
idlors, havirg largely increased in numbers, 
attacked the military with stonve.
